At the outset of the present trial Baker

Perrin proved an alibi so far as concerned

into staying away. An attempt has also 
been made to prove an alibi for Baker.

Chicago Will Not Be Able to Raise the 
_ Necessary Funds—They Hope to Be Able 
to Get Their, Bill Through the Senate, 
sod Claim to Bave Aasurances That if 
_ the Matter Can Be Got Before the House 
Atlan They Wiil Win. . 
Wasuineron, D. C., March 5.—[Special. ]— 
The New-Yorkers in Congress are preparing 
to organize to snatch the Worid's Fair from 
Chicago, and the sentiment in favor of New 
York is daily growing stronger by assiduous 


cultivation of the belief that Chicago really 


has no fund and cannot raise $5,000,000, much 
less $10,000,000. Mr. Belden of the House 
committee went over to New York City this 
afternoon to consult with the committee 
there. ‘He announced. before going tnat he 
expected to absent two days and on his 
return hoped to have good news” for the 
members who will favor Manhattan Island 
‘as the place tor holding the Fair. 
ff his friends are to be believed 
implicitly he will come back with a 
new proposition, . Senator Hiscock was in 
consultation today with the Empire State 
members of the House, and this evening itis 
Stated that a program has been agreed on. His- 
cock is tocall a meeting of the Quadri-Centen- 
nial Committee, of which he is Chairman, pre- 
sent a bill which has already been drafted, 
get New York inserted as the location, and 
then push the measure through the Senate 
mostly by the ad of Southern Democratic 
Senators. Then to the statemént that tne 
House had already decided in favor of Chi- 
cago the reply would be made that the Sen- 
ate had an equally good right to decide in 
favor of New York, and by throwing the 
matter into a conference committee the 
House would have a chance to vote on the 
location once more. It is claimed that 
when the fight was en and each 
of the four cities was doing its ut- 


most to win votes George H. Davis was ap- 


pealed to by those who were recognized by 
everybody to be the chosen spoxesmen for 


| Chicago to say precisely what might be prom- 


ised in her behalf, and by his authority the 
House was asstred that if Chicago was se- 
lected she would furnish: the site and $10,- 
000,000 and ask no aid from the Govern- 
ment. All that the United States was ex- 
pected to doin a financial point of view was 
te provide the means for the Government 
exhibits. Theeffect of this stateinent was 
‘shown in the strength developed by Chicago 
on every ballot, and the prominent support- 
ers of the rival cities have not forgotten it. 
In fact, they repeat into every ear the story 
of their defeat by sach illusionary promises 
and prepare the way for a renewed effort to 
secure the prize when the use committee 
brings in the bill which it has been incubat- 
ing for about two weeks. | 
MUST COME UP TO THE SCRATCH. 

It seems to be the. common sentiment 
among members of the House that unless 
Chicago comes up to the scratch with ten 
millions and a site and makes no demand for 
assistance from the Treasury she will have 
forfeited all claim to the distinction and the 
profit of being the location for the Fair. The 
mouths of IIlinoisaus are closed by the fact 
that the House sub-committee which has been 
intrusted with the drafting of the bill has 
formulated nothing, and upto this date has 
been waiting and hoping for some action on 
the part of the managers in Chicago that 
will enable them to satisfy the Worid's Fair 


Committee that Chicago has taken hold with 


energy. It cannot be questioned by one fa-: 


millar with the present temper of the House 


that-it will not appropriate anything more 
than is necessary for the Government to 
make a creditable showing before the world 
in the character and extent of its exhibits. 
The leading men among those who supported 
New York and Washington frankly avow 
their determination to oppose any attempt to 
divide the expense of the Fair with the Na- 
tional Goverament, and they say they have 
reason to beneve mat the Illinois members 


as if they had all along depended and were now 
depeading upon Congress to help them out. 
This, judging from any Impressions while at 
Washington, Congress wil} mot do. The feeling 
in the Senate and the House is against approvri- 
ating any large sum of money for an internation- 
al exhibiton in 189%. Congress is willing to give 
a small sum for u Nation#l exhibit, but the city 
getting the Fair will haye t stand the principal 
expense of it. The upshotol the whole matter is 
that as things look now tink there 1s a very 
slim chance of there being @ World's Fair in the 
United States in 1882 .

HAYS CHICAGO HASN'T THE MONEY. 

Mr. Beldeh of New York in an interview 
with a New York correspondent said: “We 
were given to understand when we voted 
upon the site question that CWicago would 
not ask for a Government appropriation. So 
soon as the House decided to locate the Ex- 
position in Chicago a proposition was made 
to make the Government pay into the hands 
of the Chicago managers $10,000,000 or more. 
Tnis I believe the House will never permit. 
So far as I can learn Chicago has aot 
the necessary casb subscribed, nor does 
she seem likely to have enough funds 
to purchase a site and erect build- 
ings without Government aid. She has no 
incorporaters as yet. She has secured’ no 
State legislauon allowing her to bind herself 
for money required to carry on the project. 
In fact, she seems to be in sore distress. 
New York, on the other hand, ‘long ago 
promised to pay every dollar if necessary. 
It strikes me that if our people get together 
and Uhicago fails to fulfill her obligations 
we can yet win the Fair. I have just been 
talking with Elihu Root, and he tells me that 
certain New York capitélists, aware of Chi- 
cago’s predicament, have asked tim to co-

Twenty-two Iilinoisans want to be Peasion 


Agent at Chicago. Twenty-one had to be 


disappointed, but Col. Ike Clements of 
Southern [llinois was not one of these. Late 
this afternoon the President sent nis name 
to tiie Senate. Mr. Farwell had gone away 
and Mr. Cullom was just preparing to leave 
when the nomination camein. Nobody was 
looking for it this week, though the Con- 
gressmen all knew that the papers were at 
the White House. Col. Clements himself 
early im the day bad __ reiterated 
his declaration that he proposed to 
stay untii the campaign was ended, though 
be did not know how long that would 
be. The first point decided upon by the 
President was that there should be a change 
in the Pension Agency. Mrs. Mulligan, who 
was a candidate for reappointment, bas filled 
the position for four years and six months. 
Her commission expires March 18 and in 
view of the decision to make a change it was 
thought desirable that the appointment 
should be made so that the new appointee 
might be confirmed and take hold before the 


beginning of another quarter, These Con- 


siderations were strongly pressed by Pension 
Commissioner Raum, not in the interest 
of any one candidate, but of the further- 


ance of the business of the Pension-Office. 


It happened, however, that Gen. Raum was 
a Warm supporter of Col. Clements, who was 
also indorsed by Representative G. W. Smith, 
whose Cou: ituent ne is. For the rest te 
had indorsements from Grand Army posts 
in nearly every county of the State. The 
points made in his behalf were that the 
southern end of the State should have 
this office, that Col, Clements was 
the best fitted and most strongly backed 
man for the Southern end of the State, that 
when years ago he was a Pension Agent and 
the districts were consolidated he made way 
for Miss Bweet, and that his appointment 
would in all respects be a strong one. 

When the President and Secretary Noble 
went over the papers last week they were 
not able to make up their minds fully and Gen. 
Raum was called in. His pomtion as Pen- 
sion Commissioner naturally eave his advice 
weight, and when he added the testimony of 
long years of personal acquaintance with 
Col. Ciements the balance swung on tbe lat- 
ter’s side, eo 5 

MISS SWEET MADE WAT. 

While Col. Clements Was not 
strong in Cougressional indorsements he had 
the good will of nearly all the members from 
the State. Senator Farwell and Represent- 
atives Adams and Taylor bad indorsed Miss 
Ada Sweet. Miss Sweet came to Washing 
ton a fortnight ago and after looking the 
ground over returned to ‘Chicago without 
much hope that she would gain ber old place. 
Representative Mason was an urgent sup- 
porter of Mrs. Elliott, whose services in the 
last campaign he thought entitled her to recog- 

nition. Mrs. Rowett of Carlinville, the widow 
of Gen. Dick Rowett, put papers 
on file, bot her claims werg not pressed. 
Mrs. Hawke of Chicago, the Widow of an In- 
diana soldier, also put in an application, while 
Mrs. Mulligan secured the indorsement of a 


‘number of leading citizens for ber retention. 


However, the leading candidates have been 
Col. Clements and Capt. Dutton ot Aurora. 
Capt. Dutton was the personal choice of Rep - 
resentative Hopkins, and was recommended 
by half a dozen other Representatives from 
the northern and central part of the State. 
He also nad a good many Grand Army in- 
dorsements, and hud served With Indiana 


troops which were under the. command of. 


Gen. Harrison. $y 

Representative Hopkins made a strong 
fight for his man. Senator Cullom made no 
written indorsement of any candidate, but 
last week he had a personal interview with 
‘Secretary Noble in which he pointedly ex- 
pressed the belief that Clements was the 
man for the honor and that his appointment 
would meet with favor throughout the State. 
These views he repeated in. another inter- 
view with the Secretary. Today when he 
was at the White Huuse on another matter 
the President spoke.of the Pension Agency 
and Senator Cullom made known his opinion 
that Col, ents’ selection would be a pop- 
ular act. Senator Farwell did not go to the 
length of withdrawing his indorsement 
of Miss Sweet, though she had practically 
withdrawn, but Col. Clements bas spent a 
good deal of time at the Senator’s quarters 
and had his good wishes, so that there was 
no exaggeration when an inquiry as to the 
attitude of Senator Farwell was met with 
the assurance that the Egyptian’s appoint- 
ment would be satisfactory. In the execu- 
tive session this afternoon thé nomination 
was referred to the Committee on Pensions, 
of which Senator Davis is Chairman. There 
is no doubt about hia confirmation, 

| RAUM FOR SENATOR. ‘3 

The news of Col. Clements’ appointment 
did not reach the Illinois colony until 9 
o’clock tonight. Col. Clements did not know 
of it himself until 10, and was at first inclined 
to discredit u. The IIlinoisaus, and in fact 
pretty much everybody conversant with Ih- 
‘nois polities, agree that Gen. Raum had much 
to do with the appointment, as it was at Gen. 
Raum’s earnest solicitauon. It has con- 
vinced nearly every one here that 
Gen. Raum will be a candidate for 
the Senate of tne United States 
next winter. The knowimg ones seem to 
agree in the opinion that the Aumimistrauon 
would pot put any obstacles in the political 
path of Gen. Raum. | 

eta RECORD OF A SOLDIER. — 

Mr. Clements was born in Franklin County, 
Indiana, 58 years ago. He taugat school 
when a young man so as to get money enough 
to defray his expenses through college. He 
graduated from the Asbury University at 
Greencastie in 1859, and studied law with 
John A. Matson of Greencastle. He removed 
to Illinois in 1859 and settled at Carbondale. 
April 19, 1861, he was called on to address a 
Union meeting at Carbondale and was bissed 
down. Heentered the Union Army as Second- 
Lieutenant Company G. Ninth Lilinois Infan- 
try, in July, 1861, and served a little over 
three years, being mustered out ss Captain. 
He was twice wounded. He was sent to 
Congress in 1872, and is one of the Commis- 
sioners of the Chester Penitentiary. 

The only Federal office in IIlindis of im- 
portance yet to be filled is the Sub-Treasury 
at Chicago. As Senator Farwell and Mr. 
Hitt do not seem able to settle their differ- 
ences, the President will probably go outsiae 
their respective recommendations. Repre- 
sentative Mopkins may now present Capt. 
Dutton for this position. 

The appointment of a Postmaster at Spring- 
field is expected soon.

The bouses with which negotia- 
tuons have been entered into are J. W. Tufts: 
& Co. and the A. E. Poffer & Sons Manu- 
facturing company of Boston, Jonn R. Mat- 
thews & Son of New Tork, and G. S.-Lippis 
cott of Philadelphia. The sale of the Puffer 
and Matthews vompanies, however, is prac- 
tically concluded. These four companies con- 
trol the industry throughout the world. Puffer 
& Co. also do an enormous business in the 
manufacture and sale of apparatus for draw- 
ing beers and ales. J. W. Tufts, in con- 
‘nection with the manufacture of silver and 
silver-plated finishiugs for fountains, is prob- 
ably the largest manufacturer for the whole 
sale trade of silverware in New Engiana. 
The capital invested in the business aggre- 
gates between $8,000,000 and $9,000,000.

One of the first magnates to put in an appear 
ance at the Weddell House this morning was 
John T. Brush of Indianapolis. At a few min- 
utes before 10 o’clock he appeared on the scene, 
and, finding no members present, took a stroll, 
but returned in a few minutes to the reading 
room, where he remained until the third session 
was called to order. He appeared very nervous. 

Manager ey of the Detroit club unwit- 
tingly betrayed the secret of Brush’s anxicty 
when askedif there was any probability of a 
transfer of the Washington franchise to the City 
of the Straits by saying: 

“Tam afraid not. It looks to meas if there 
would be only eight clubs in the league this year. 
Washington wants to sell and we are anxious to 
buy, but I am constrained to believe that we 
haven't much hope of getting in. The general 
desire is for an eight-club league, and in spite of 
all that has been said to the contrary | am about 
convinced that Indianapolis and Washington 
will go out.” 

Secretary Scandrett of the Pittsburg club

Under the present division of the 
clubs Pittsburg has much the best of it, 
for when the Western clubs go East we have a 
shorter distance than.any of them to travel.

ork. and our mileage would be much larger 
than that of any other club. This equal division 
of the mileage expenses will, of course, do away 
with the objections that we would otherwise be 
compelled to raise against Ey Bees per to 
the Eastern group. Howeve?, I think this scheme 
to divide the mileage expenses equally is @ very 
gees one, no mütter whether Detroit takes 

ashington’s place or not. and I'm surprised 
that something like it was not thought of long 


ago.

Unless some- 
thing could be done to eliminate that feature of 
a ten-club circuit it would be almost suicidal for 
Us to goahead without in some way securing a 
reduction in the number of our teams. Of course 
wejall know that Washington is willing to go 
out, but the Indianapolis people are Po as firm- 
ly determined as ever that they will not leave. 
I have heard three clubs mentioned as being 
likely to drop out. Two of them are ashing- 
ton and Indianapolis, The latter will not retire.

Tun Milwaukee and St. Paul road has sent 
a notice to the Milwaukee papers that on and 
after Sunday the running time between that 
city and Obicago will be increased thirty 
minutes.

Had it in the past spent 
in making crossings safe a part of the money 
it paid out in unearned dividends it would 
have no difficulty in making without danger 
to any one the fast time its suburban cus- 
tomers have become used to. Tus Trinune 
hopes the freight-trains of all the bulidozing 
roads will be closely watched within the city 
limite, using that word in its broadest appli- 
cation. 


ADVISING THE CARPENTERS. 
The Carpenters’ Union has given notice 
that after the 7th of next month it will insist 
on the eight-hour day and 40 cents an hour 
instead of ten hours’ work at 38 cents an 
hour. It is also holding mass- meetings to 
explain its position and get members of the 
trade not now in the union to join. At one 
of these meetings, held night before last, sev- 
eral speeches were made, one of the most 
moderate and judicious of them being by an 
officer of the union. It was necessary for 
him to repudiate the sentiment of one en- 
thusiastic orator, not a carpenter, who ad- 
vised the union men if there should be a 
strike to “‘ make converts with brickbats and 
two-by-four scantling.” 
That style of making converts has been tried 
in this city before and never worked well. 
It led sooner or later to the interference of 
the police, for this method of convincing men 
is against the law. It is gratifying to see 
that its use was discouraged by a practical 
carpenter, who said that moral suasion and 
intelligent argument were che only forces 
used by the Uarpenters’ Union to fil its 
ranks. Ifacause isa good one these forces 
always win. If they fail it is safe to say the 
fault is with the cause. Persons who coun- 
sel a retura to the methods of 1886 should 
not be given a hearing by any reputable la- 
bor organization. . 
Another speaker used the following lan- 
guage, which is perfectly harmless now, 
when there is no disturbance, put which 
might lead totrouble if uttered while a strike 
was on and non-union men were trying to 
work: 


The man who does not join hfs union is a traitor 
to himself, & traitor to his family, a traitor to his 
country, a traitor to civilization and humanity. 


It is often better for a man to join a union. 

It is an educator. It tends to keep him out 

of the saloon. It gives him something to 

think about. Its benevolent features are 

often useful to him. Itis sometimes politic 

to belong to one, even when not necessary. 

But to say that a man is an all-round 

“traitor” if he chooses to remain on the 

outside is drawing it a littie strong. It is 

bunkum for the benefit of the members of 

unions. Till the laws have been considerably 

amended it will remain the right of « work- 

ingman to stay in or out of a union just as he 

pleases. 4 

As was said, such talk is of no consequence 

now, and he who used it bad no dream of in- 

citing violence. He was stating an abstract 

principle. But if there were astrike and 

the union men were informed that the non- 

union men they.saw at work were traitors,’’ 

but guilty of atreason which the laws did 

not reach, they might take it into their heads 

to inflict the punishment themselves. It bas 

been often done in Engiand and this country. 

Sometimes the punishment is se severe that 

the “traitor” dies of it. Sometimes he is 

crippled for life and sometimes he escapes 

with a few bruises. 

It is better on the whole for speakers not 
to indulge in definitions of treason which are 
unknown to the laws. Practical and igno- 

rant people may put these theories into prac- 

tice. Cronin was declared to be a “traitor ” 

to the Clan-na-Gael and was executed, and 
some of his murderers are now in the pen-. 
iténtiary. It would have been better for all 
hands had they let ub to the proper author- 
ities to define treason and to punish it. 


THE CASE OF MARSHAL NAGLE. 

The case of Deputy United States Marshal 
Nagie, who shot Terry in California last 
summer while defending Justice Field, pur- 
suant to the orders of Attoraey-General Mil- 
ler, is now before the Federal Supreme 
Court, and involves a new phase of the con- 
flict between nationality and the State sov- 
ereiguty doctrine. The ruling of the court 
will be looked for with interest, especially as 
this is the only case presenting a dispute be- 
tween State and Federal authorities which 
has come before the Supreme Court since 
Lamar and Fuller, the Democratic Justices, 
took their seats on the bench. The decision 
will be simnifcant as indicating the extent, if 
any, to which these Judges may have modi- 
tied the Democratic doctrine of State sov- 
| Greignty and as showmg whether they think 
that Federal Judges while on circuit must 
look to the States and not the Nation tor pro- 
tection. 

The attorneys representing tne State of 
California as against Nagie planted them- 
selves squarely on the ground of State sov- 
ereignty. As Attorney-General Miller cor- 
.rectly said: The proposition advanced on 
the part of the State was a heresy as old as 
the Government, which had been refuted 
times withoat number in the courts, in Con- 
gress, and on the battietield.” It was claimed 
that as the shooting took place in California 
and not in a Federal court-room or other 
place where the United States had jurisdic- 
won Nagle was responsible only to 
the State and must de tried in its 
courts.. It was asserted that there was 
no law authorizing the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to take measures to protect Federal 
Judges outside of the precincts of the court 
buildings, and that therefore the orders or in- 
structions given Nagie were invalid. This line 
of argument seems to admit that the Unitea 
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PAN. AMERICAN TRADE REPORT. 

For the first time, a pronounced disagree- 
ment has appeared in the Pan-American 
conference and majority and minority re- 
ports have been sent in from the Committee 
on Customs Union. The majority report 
holds that a customs union between the 
United States and the countries of Central 
ana South America is’ impracticabie and 
would require more radical changes in the 
Constitutions of American nations than can 
be expected. Many of the countries are in 
such a situation that they must depend on 
duties on imports to procure revenues. The 
majority of the committee seem to believe 
that—if it could be obtained—absolute free- 
dom of trade between the three Americas 
would be desirable aad would prove as bene- 
ficial as between the various States in this 
country, but deeming unrestricted reciproc- 
ity impracticable for the present at least 
they confine themselves to the following 
recommendations: 


But if it u not easy to arrive at once at unre- 
stricted aye tea thatend might be obtained 
gradually and partially. The first and most em- 
cient step in that direction ig the negotiation of 
partial reciprocity treaties among the American 
nations whereby each may agree to remove or 
diminish their respective import duties upon 
some of the natural or manufactured products of 
one or more of the other nations in exchange for 
similar and equivalent advantages, for if the 
mutual concessions were not equivaient tne 
treaties would soon become odious, could last 


only a limited time, and would discredit the sya 4 


tem. It after this has been tried for some reasona- 
bie time a good résult should follow, as is to be 

expected, the number of articies on the free list 

might be enlarged in each case from time to time 

until they attain, through the development of 
the natural elements of wealth, other sources of 
revenue or an increase of the existing ones, 

which would allow the contracting nations to 

reach unrestricted reciprocity as à free trade 

among some or all the erican nations. 


The minority report, signed by Alfonso of 
Chili and Pina of the Argentine Republic, 
also takes the ground that a customs union 
is impracticable, but recommends hat the 
Pan-American conference dismiss the entire 
question of improved trade relations be- 
tween American countries. These delegates 
hold that as long as the United States levies a 
tariff on wool, which is the prificipal article 
produced in their countries, reciprocity would 
not benefit them. If the United States will 
not consider propositions for putting wool on 
the free list or greatly reducing tne duties 
these delegates consider it a waste of time to 
discuss the improvement of trade relations. 

Before the Pan-American conference met 
Tue Taro predicted that the representa- 
tives of the United States could hardly ex- 
pect to secure vent for our manufactures in 
Central and South American countries if 
the great wool product of those coun- 
tries was not admitted at the port 
of the United States free of duty 
or at greatly reduced rates. The Pan-Ameri- 
can delegates certainly would not. give with- 
out getting anything in return. It would 
seem absurd to expect the countries which 
they represent to buy goods from the United 
States and pay in their tariff-taxed wool 
product which they can sell to better ad- 
vantage in markets to which they have free 
admission. As the Valparaiso (Chili) Union 
naid: “The United States was pretending 
to realize the impossible or the absurdity to 
sell to all the world without buying any- 
thing from anybody.” The same paper suc- 

cinctly said: “If we buy of the English it is 
because they do not repel through a protect- 
ive tariff the articles we produce and of 
which we can avail ourselves to pay for 
what we buy.” Thisisa correct statement 
of the difficulty, and the committee of the 
Pan-American conference has found no way 
to avoid it. Further discussion of the con- 
flicting reports will now bein order in the 
conference, but it is already plain enough 
that if the United States gains anything in 
the way of improved trade with the countries 
of Central and South America it must be on 
the principle of give and take.

THE LOTTERY SCHEME REVIVING. 

Based upon the suspicious movements of 
some of the lottery gang in North Dakota 
and circulars which are being sent to vari- 
ous points the opponents of the Lottery bill 
are fearful that anotner attempt will be 
made to pass that infamous measure. The 
gang are openly claiming that it will be in- 
troduced shortly and pass, and thatif the 
Governor vetoes it they have members 
enough to pass it over the veto. ji 

There is the best of evidence for the belief 
that it is not the Louisiana Lottery company 
which is seeking for a charter from the 
North Dakota Legislature, but a ring of spec- 
ulators headed by ex-Senator Spencer, seven 
in number, who want the charter for the 
purpose of getting political control on the 
one hand, and on the other of unloading a 
lot of worthless town property and bad lands 
upon the purchasers of tickets. Gen. Early 
and Gen. Beauregard, the Commussioners of 
the Louisiana drawings, have joined in a pub- 
lic statement to the effect that their company 
bas nothing to do with the proposition made 
to the Legislature, and they also pronounce 
unfounded the statement that the company 
proposes to procure a renewal of its charter 
by bribing the Legislature of Louisiana, since 
the Constitution of that State prohibits the 
charter of any lottery after the expirauon of 
the present company’s charter. The word- 
ing of the bill itself is sufficient to show not 
only that it was not the intention to bring 
the Louisiana company into the State, but on 
the other hand tnat it was the express pur- 
pose to forever bar it out. The second sec. 
won of the bill makes this apparent. It pro- 
vides:

From this view of the situation it 1s ap- 
parent that the so-called company is a ring, 
whose numbers aré stated at seven in an- 
other part of the bill, composed of Spencer 
ana six North Dakota speculators, who are 
grabbing at the political and financial domi- 
nation of the new State. Ths Fargo Repub- 
ican in a trenchant analysis of the scheme 


proposed by these ringsters shows tnat there 
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could get their charter and thus gain control 


of the State. Inu the face of this showing can 
it be possible that there are sufficier‘ mem- 
bers in the Legislature to secure the enact- 
meat of this iniquitous measure The peo- 
pie of North Dakota must keep on the alert 
to head off this unscrupulous gang, and if 
their scheme comes to the surface again must 
stand by their Governor and make their sen- 
timents felt by protests about whose meéan- 
ing there cau be no mistake, They have 
apparently only scotched the snake, not 
killed it. 
PAY OF UNITED STATES JUDGES. 

The Senate has passed a bill for the in- 
crease of the pay of the Judges of the United 
States courts. Similar bills have passed that 
body before but have been defeated or 
shelved in the Hovse. The Judges have felt 
it undignified to lobby, they have had little or 
no political influence to exert, and hence their 
claims are neglected, while those of commit 
tee clerks and doorkeepers recei ve prompt 
consideration. 

At present the District Judges get from 
$8,500 to $4,500, the Circuit Judges $6,000, and 
the Supreme Court Justices 610.000. There are 
no allowances for expenses, although some of 
the Judges have to do considerable traveling. 
The pay is much smaller than the English 
Judges get, who are not called on to deal 
with the mass of litigation or the important 
questions which crowd tne docket of the 
Federal Supreme Court. The Judges of the 
highest tribunai in the State of New York 
get $7,000 a year and $2,000 for expenses, 
while the Judges of this county—good, bad, 
and indifferent—receive $7,000 minus the 
campaign assessment they have to pay the 
first year. » 

But it must not be forgotten that a United 
States Judge is appointed for hfe and only 
impeachment proceedings growing out of his 
own misconduct can remove him. He does 
not therefore look on his place as a tempo- 
rary one, from which he may be ousted at 
the close of a term of years because he 
belongs to the wrong party, or has given 
some decision which may be right but un- 
popular. He does not have to make friends 
with ward-workers or to keep on good terms 
with court bailiffs if they happen to be com- 
mitteemen. He does not have to look for- 
ward to the disagreeable task of building up 
again a practice which has gone to pieces 
while he was on the bench. 

The law also provides that any Federal 
Judge who has served ten years and reached 
the age of 70 can retire with the pay which 
he is receiving at that date. It is this cer- 
tainty of a provision for ‘their declining 
years that makes many men disregard the 
inducements of thé larger pay of State and 
local courts, with their uncertain tenure, of 
office, and cling to the certainty they enjoy. 
Therefore the difference between the pay of 
the United States Circuit and the Cook 
County Judges 1s not as great as it may seem, 
even leaving out of sight the fact that the 
office the first hold fa more honorable than that 
the latter occupy, The difference in honor 
cannot be expressed in dollars and cents. 

But when some great railroad or other cor- 
poratioh wants the services of a trained 
jurist it turns its looks to the Federal judi- 
clary, and often secures there the man it 
needs. The pay itoffersis far beyond what 
this county gives and the position is practi- 
cally a permanent one. The ex-Judge who 
receives in one year the salary which it had 
previously taken him four or five to earn 
cun not help feeling that financially he has 
made a good thing of it by quitting the 
bench. Were it not for the honor of being a 
Juage more of them would dé so. 

The United States will not attempt to out- 
bid corporations, nor is it necessary, for it 
can always get good men for less than they 
will give. But there seems no reason why it 
should not give its Judges, especially in the 
lower courts, more than they are now receiy- 
ing. The pay is so small that it is often dif- 
ficult to find lawyers with established repu- 
tations who will take the places. The man 
whois making seven or eight thousand from 
his practice might well hesitate when asked 
to abandon it, and drop to four, while his 
expenses remain what they were before. So 
the House will do the right this if it de- 
votes some of its time to the consideration 
and passage of this Senate bill. 


FIGURES VS. THE . BLAIR FOLLY. 

The intinite folly of the Blair bill for the 
promotion of ‘mendicancy in the South is 
best shown by figures, which speak for 
themselves and necessitate no further ar- 
gument. An array of statistics might be 
compiled in neat, compact form, not to ex- 
ceed a third of a columnin length, which 
would knock into flinders the whole 198 solid 
columns ef the Congressional Record which 
comprise the long-winded, tedious five 
days harangue of Senator Blair and which 
daily drove all the Senators out of the 
Chamber except the presiding officer and 
the speaker. Several of these statistics 
ha ve been already printed, including the ed- 
ucational figures from Louisiana, Texas, 
Arkansas, Fiorida, Georgia, and Alabama. 
To these may be added three more statis- 
tical arguments from the States of Missis- 
sippi, Kentucky, and Virginia, showing that 
in these three, as in the States above named, 
there is no necessity for Federal help. 

The total receipts for school purposes for 
1888-89 in Mississippi amounted to $1,292,273, 
and the total disbursements to $1,117,110, the 
améunt paid to teachers being $930,698, of 
which 6889, 400 was to white and $841,268 to 
colored teachers, or 22 per cent more than 
was paid in 1885. . During the same period 
478 new school-houses were erected, making 
the total number 5,777, of which 8,348 are for 
white and 2,429 for colored children. The 
total of educable pupils is 191,792 white and 
272,628 colored, and the average daily attend- 
ance was 192,426. This is a promising show- 
ing ip the most unpromising of the whole 
tier of cotton States. No help is wanted 
there and, if not there, for what other place 
can it be claimed with any degree of sense or 
consistency! Senator Beck of Kentucky ina 
recent interview thus sets forth the statis- 
tical argument for his State:

“ A Sensation in Art!’ 

The Daily News has made a wonderful discov- 
ery, to which it devotes a column and a halt of 
interrogations and exclamations, and a left-over 
cut of “The Angelus.” Under the caption, A 
Sensation in Art!“ it unfolds an merplicable 
mystery: : 

Are there two paintings oft The Angelus *’? 

Have the art connoisseurs of half a dozen 
American cities been Wasting their admiration 
upon a painting that is not genuine? 

Or is The Angelus which the public knows a 
genuine one, and is there, a shameless replica 
masquerading as an original in the gallery of a 
well-known art enthusiast? 

Was the Secrétan sale of the great paintin 
for $110,600 a bona-fide sale? Or was it a myth 

These are questions more easily asked than an- 
swered. There is certainly a flaw apparent in 
the history of Jean Frangois Millet’s famous 
picture. 

The “flaw” is then revealed. The industrious 
and ambitious critic has been studying art 
through the medium of Scribner’s ‘“ Cyclopedia 
of Paintings and Painters, and in a list of pict- 
ures by Jean Francois Millet owned by Mr. W. T. 
Walters of Baltimore he has found the title An- 
| gelus.”’ 
cited as the traditional wet hen. 

The question now is: How and why and when 
did Mr. Walters dispose of his Augelus ? No 
one knows oftwo “Angelus” paintings. 

Does Mr. Walters still own Ais Angelus 7 If 
so, the painting now on exhibition in this city is 
only a replica. 

Did he sel) it to the Seorétan collection or di- 
rect to his friend, Mr. Sutton? Then is that 
$110,600 purchase on behalf of the American Art 
Institute a myth?

endless, and they finally lead him to but one 
plausible explanation of the mystery: One or 
the other of these pictures is either a replica or 
a forgery.” 

Our esteemed but unenlightened contempo- 
rary may quiet its alarms. Neither one of these 
two pictures is either a replica or a forgery; and 
if may be further stated for the benefit of this 
untraveled artcritic that both ef them were 
shown to the public last December at the exhi- 
bition held for the benefit of the Barye Monu- 
ment fund at the rooms of the American Art As- 
sociation (not institute) in New York Mr. 
Walters’ picture is the crayon study from which 
the artist elaborated the painting now on exhi- 
pition in Chicago. The sketch shows the two 
familiar figures standing in a somber field, and 
its black and white is brightened by just that del- 
icate hint of color which Millet loved to use in 
his pastel studies as a suggestion for the tone 
of the completed work. The crayon An- 
gelus’’ measures 18x18 inches, while the painting 
measures 2144x2542 inches. Although merely a 
swift study the former shows the early perfec- 
tion of the idea in the painter's mind, for it is

RATHER BE RULED BY BRITAIN, 


Riotous Demonstration in the Soath African 
Repubiic—More War Threatened. 

Lonpon, March 5.—Dispatches from the 
South African Republic say that a serious 
demonstration has been made there against 
the existing Government. It appears that 
Mr. Kruger, the President of the Transvaal, 
attempted to make a public speech, but 
the crowd refused to hsten to him 
and he was compelled to retire.

It is only necessary to recall the conse- 
quences of the risky interview to find the vindica- 
tion of Nora. She is unable to ask the favor which 
a moment before she was about to ask of the 
doctor—a favor which would have delivered her 
from her troubles; and the doctor himeelf, coy- 
ered with shame at finding the woman he loves 
go much nodbler than he thought, and seeing his 
own baseness in the light of her purity, crawls to 
his hopeless, materialistic death. There is a 
touch of the sublime in this, and yet there are 
literal people who can see only mire. 

All the charactérs are like. Dr. Rank—living, 
breathing types of the everyday world around 
us, shot through with the interpretative genius 
of the great dramatist. Take the widow, for in- 
stance. who, with a woman’s sympathy, is the 
only one who seems to understand Nora's nature. 
She says one bitter thing, this Mrs, Linden, and 
one relishes the sting of it. It is where Nora 
asks her, “ And your husband left you nothing— 
nothing at all?” .“Nothing,” she answers, 
“not even a regret.” Mrs. Linden has 
tasted of the world’s wormwood, dut 
it has not poisoned her nature, 
Her story alone, which is only an incident, would 
make a Whole play. She is the kind of woman 
whom Ibsen with all his roughness loves with 
all his poet’s nature. Lona in “The Pillars of 
Society is another such—one of those women 
wi have the soul-strength in emergencies to 


tt up and recreate the characters of men. 


The charge has been made that Ibsen is not 
dramatic. He does not deal with the drama of 
incident, but with the drama of character. But 
even in incident he has the artistic touch without 
theatrical exaggeration. Think of the episode of 
the first act in “A Doll's House when 
Nora’s e genius, Krogstad, confronts 
her as she is playing with her 
children, The meeting is dramatic in 
the extreme, yet it is as simple as everyday life, 
Only one thing one finds inartistic in workman. 
ship in “A Doll’s House“; that is the explana- 
tion Nora gives to her stupid husband before 
leaving him forever. No explanation is neces- 
sary; noris one natural. If he cannot under- 
stand her he must be as dull as those English 
and American playgoers who have failed to ap- 
preciate Ibsen's plays. | 

Of the acting one does not wish to write much, 
because the play invites the highest talent, and 
it was rendered by a not remarkable company, 
Miss Cameron showed that she understood 
Nora’s character; and this implies a 
high tribute to her womanly sym- 
pathy. She was at the best in 
the difficult passages, acting with fine sensibil- 
ities. In the lighter phases of the character she 
was restiess and self-conscious. She permitted 
the shadow of the denouement to overshadow 
her—s common failing in young artists. And 
she spoke too much at her audience. 

The others were passable, several being inot - 
fensive where there was an Opportunity to be 
distinguished. The actor who played Dr. Rank 
(his name escapes one) Was perhaps the most 
striking—indeed he had the most strongly 
marked réle, 

The audience was a large and thoughtful one; 
it nearly filled the theater; it Was in the best 
sense representative; it heard the play with the 
closest attention; and one is greatly mistaken if 
it Was not moved and edified,

WANTS THE TARIFF REDUCED. 


Gov. Merriam Makes an Interesting Speech 
Before the Farmers’ Alliance. 

Sr. Pau, Minp., March 5.—[Special.}—The 
550 delegates to the State Farmers’ Alliance 
packed the House of Representatives at the 
Capitol today. Ignatius Donnelly opened the 
speech-making with a roasting for tne rail- 
roads. His opinion of the treatment of Min- 
nesota farmers by the big miliers and rail- 


road magnates was couched in unique lan- 


gu “TI believe,“ said Mr. Donnelly, 
that there is $10,000 000 annually stolen from 
this State, and in the last twenty-five 
years there has been enough money 
stolen from Minnesota farmers to 
pave with gold the floor of Hades.” 
The remarks of Gov. Merriam were the sub- 
ject of warm commendation, On the tariff 
the Governor said: The expenses of au- 
mivistration have to be borne, but in my 
judgment the necessary revenue for the pur- 
pose should fall upon shouiders able to bear 
it. Tax the silks, tue satins, the diamonds, 
the liquor and tobacco, and remove che tax 
from those necessary articles most widely 
diffused in their uses. The tax levied upon 
articles of food of various kinds, as well as 
upon many stapies of common requirement, 
is a burden upon every farmer of the 
State, and the laws governi these 
levies should be changed or nuilified at 
the earliest practicabie moment. The 
tariff upon the one item of sugar, 
yielding a revenue of over $60,000,000—nearly 
$1 for ever ron in this country, or al- 
most $1, fur our own State—could weil 
de dispensed with. It is exceedingly difficult 
to prove to the farmer that it is to his inter- 
est to remove the tax from iuxuries, like 
liquor and tobacco, and retain it upon sugar, 
clothing, hemp, from which binding twine is 
made, and the 12 articles which he bas to 
have. 

It is expected this speech will go far 
towards securing Gov. Merriam an indorse- 
ment by the ailiance. If he secures this he 
is sure of a renomination and reéiecuon. 


Wilt Ask Aid for North Dakota. 


Bismarck, N. D., March 5.—[Special.]—The 
friends of the Administration introduced in 
the Senate a resolution caliing for the 
appointment of a committee of seven 
citizens of North Dakota to #£g0 
East and raise funds and purchase seed 
wheat for the needy farmers of the State, 
the State to pay their traveling and other 
necessary expenses. The Senate amended 
by nammg Alexander McKenzie, William 
Budge, Wiiliam O. Muicahy, R. E. Fieming, 
Jeft Meyers, and George E. Spencer as such 
committee.

Imported Beer in Chicago. 

A Beer Dealer: There are about nine or a 
dozen brews of imported beer sold in Chicago. 
The average price of imported beer is 89 per bar- 
rel. American beer 1s % per barrel. The retail 
price of the imported is 10 cents a glass. 

There are not many places in Chicago where 
you can buy imported beer. I sell both. Iam 
an American and believe in home industries, but 
Isay to you-that the American beer, with per- 
haps two exceptions, does not begin to compare 
with the imported. This is not a popular view, 
but it is correct, and any connoisseur will verify 
the statement. Whyis it? First, your Ameri- 
can brewer wants to get rich too quick. He 
doesn’t age his deer as he should. Second, he 
uses too much corn in his mash. There isn't a 
kernel of corn used in the brew of the beers of 
Bohemia, which are the best in the world. No 
man can brew good beer if he uses coru. There 
is too much fusel oil in corn. If the American 
brewer will use more darley and malt and no 
corn, and give his beer more time, there is no 
reason why he shouldn't brew as good beer as 
any foreign competitor. 


Chat About Patents. 

C. M. Hardy: There is moneyin that branch 
of the law which appertains to patents. I have 
sometimes wished I had gone into that branch of 
the law. When I was in Washington last, and 
in fact every time I go there, I go over to the 
Patent Office and roam around never tiring. The 
first patentever granted by this Government 
was issued by James Madison, Secretary of State 
under George Washington. It was issued July 
8, 1790, to Samuel Hopkins for making pot and 
peari ashes.” The second granted was to a man 
whose name I cannot recall, but it was a per- 
mit, so to speak, to manufacture candles. The 
patent system of this Government is the mest 
comprehensive in the world. Everything has a 
patent on it nowadays or has a patent applied for. 
I asked one of the officials in the Patent Office 
which State had the largest number of patents. 
He said indiana. I afterwards learned that the 
official came from Indiana and that may have 


prompted the reply.

BARNUM ON THE -WORLD’S FAIR. 


He Wants the Mummy of the Pharach of 
Moses. 

P. T. Barnum has the following in the 
North American Review for March: 

“Ido not consider myself especially com- 
petent to discuss the question of a World’s 
Fair, particularly in a technical way. I have 
only seen one great international exhibition, 
that at Philadeipniain 1876, and therefore I 
can say little in response to your questions 
as to the general pian of the Fair, wherein it 
shouid differ from its predecessors, and what 
are the pitfalls its managers should guard 
against. To te first question I might re- 
spond generally; Make it bigger and better 
than any that have preceded it. Make it the 
greatest show on earth. It should differ 
from its predecessors in having twice as 
many visitors, with a hundred times better 
accommodauons for them. It micht differ 
from the Paris Exhibition in particular in 
being located in a city where living accom- 
modations are not raised to extortionate 
prices merely because that city has its visit- 
ors in its power. Nothing is calculated to 
send the average traveler back to his native 
country in higher dedgeon than to find that 
the foreigners upon whose hospitality he has 
been thrown have fieeced bim. 

„Of the great moral and educational in flu- 
ence exerted by -international exhibitions 
there can be no two opinions among intelli- 
gent men. The first world’s fair, at the 
Crystal Paiace in London, in 1850, was the 
greatest civilizer ever knows. Many be- 
lieved at that time, with the Prince consort, 
who organized the fair, that, after all the 


| great nations of the earth had been thus 


brought togetner in social and industrial 
convention, wars among men would cease. 
And so they would, perhaps, if all rulers 
had sessed the humane disposition 
and hilosophical. mind of Prince Al- 
bert. To him it seemed impossible, after 
all the countries had brought their products 
and manufactures together and thus discov- 
ered how common were their interests and 
how surely international harmony would 
foster trade and advance the conditions of 
their peoples, that they should again fali out 
and slaughter each other upon trivial issues 
and political technicalities. 

Hut. though there have been several great 
wars since the various nations removed 
their exhibits from the Crystal Palace that 
first exposition exercised a great beneficial 
influence upon humanity, and particularly 
upon the masses of the people. fore that 
time, of course, the great men of the differ- 


ent countries, the rulers, nobles, and Am- 


bassadors, had met and realized that all men 
belonged to one great human family. The 
few men who at ume had traveled in 
other countries knew this as weil. With 
other orders of society in all countries it was 
different. The average Englishman, Frenen- 
man, or German, for instance, considered 
the Turk a wild beast rather than a human 
being, and believed that ali Americans spat 
tobacco juice in drawing-rooms and Carried 
bowie-kuives. The masses of Europeans 
knew their nearest neighbors best as ene- 
mies upon the battietields, and thought of 
them as the murderers of husbands, brothers, 
ana sons.

Wasuineton, D. C., March 5.—[Special,]— 
Representative Hill of Unnois voted with 
the Democrats today on the Featherston- 
Cate contest. He was the only wenden, 
who did so. Mr. Hill intended to make a 
speech defining his voti tion, and gave notice 
of his intention to ask for unauimous consent 
to address the House. Mr. Outhwaite, who 
managed the case for the contestee, would 
gladly have Riven Mr. Hill time to speak, but 
he was not aware ot Mr. Hill’s desire, and all 
of the time allotted the defense was exhausted 
before Mr. Hill made known his ideas re- 
specting the case. Probably twenty Repub- 
lican Congresamen labored with Mr. Hill to 
get him to vote for Featherston. He would 
not listen to their appeals, contenting him- 
self with the statement that he believed Cate 
was entitled to the seat. Judge Houk finished 
we argument of the case for the contestant 
with a motion for the previous ques- 
tion. Mr. Hill asked for time, but 
the Speaker recognized Mr. Houk. 
The previous question was ordered by 
a roll-call, the vote on the motion being yeas 
145 to nays 141, A motion to recommit ‘with 
an instruction to the committee to visit the 
district and take testimony was rejected by 
a vote of yeas 188, oays 146. Mr. Hill ana 
De Haven (Republicans) went’ on record in 
tne affirmative. The question then recurred 
on Mr. Houk’s.resolution that Mr. Cate was 
not entitled to the seat. The result stood, 
yeas 147, nays 188, and Mr. Hul was among 
the minority.

Mr. Hatch has no authority to say that the al- 
liance in Georgia wants such a bill passed as 
you speak of. it would reduce the price of cot- 
ton-seed and raise the price of lard so as to work 
a great hardship to our poor people. You can rest 
assured that Georgia wants no such measure 
passed. 

Representative Morgan (Miss.) of the com- 
mittee said he wasa member of the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance and knew that the organization 
in the Southern States does not desire the 

sage of the Conger and Butterworth bills, 
but is in favor of a general pure food bill. 


The argument before the United States Su- 
preme Court in the Neagle habeas corpus 
case was concluded today. Mr. Joseph H. 
Choate of New York contanued his argument 
on the line laid down by him yesterday, that 
of the supremacy of the United States to the 
States.

The vitally important matters are to have 
the distinct indorsement of the Federal Gov- 
ernment; to bave the active codperation of 
every State in tne Union and to be sure of a 
spirit in the city which has secured the 
Fair a littie broader than are the limits 
of Cook County, LUlinois: If we do not 
do all things decently, liberally, and 
in order the American people will be 
disgraced. We wish, of course, to have 
a Utting exhibit of American products 
—agricuitural, commercial, ana industrial 
but we need also to have American art, in- 
vention, and thought represented. We need, 
too, to have something to show for every ac- 
complishment of every people on earth. To 
succeed in this it is necessary to impress 
upon foreign peoples the distinctively cosmo- 
politan character of the éxposition—to give 
them assurance that it is really a World's 
Fair. If Chicago, because it won the 
preliminary fight, undertakes to make the 
exposition an affair of Chicago, of Cook 
County, of Illinois, or of the West, the re- 
sultant faiture will de for Chicago to answer 
for, and if the East or the South, moved by 
avy jealousy, fails to do its. part, then the 
East or the South must answer. The honor 
of the Nation 1s pledged and must be re- 
deemed. 


A Chicago Man's View of the Fair. 

Louisville Courier-Journal: Mr. Joseph Me- 
dill, the accomplished editor of Tux Cuicaco 
TRIBUNE, has been interviewed by a reporter 
of the New York Tunes concerning the pro- 
posed World’s Fair. 

Mr. Medill, while rejoicing over the prac- 
tical selection of Chicago, is, unlike the or- 
dinary Chicago man, not at all boastful, but 
is inclined to be cautious. He thinks that 
Chicago has assumed a great burden, and, 
while confident that she wil! prove equal to 
the task, he wants the private assistance of 
the entire country and the public ald of Con- 

ress and tne State Legislatures into the 

argain. 

Mr. Medill is also in favor of postponing 
the Fair until 1898. He is of the opinion that 
it will take at least three years to make the 
preparations, and the peg ot date will 
not alter the fact that it will a Columbian 
celebration. Columbas did not discover 
America until October, 1% If the Fair is 
held in 1892 it will have to begin in the 
spring, say about May, several months before 
the 400th year of the discovery shail have 
been completed. To postpone it until’ the 
spring of 1893 will, Mr. Medill thinks, come 
as near being a centennial celebration as the 
former date would, and the immense advan- 
tage of a yeur’s additional time will be 
gained. 

There is considerable weight in what Mr. 
Medill says. Two years isa very short time 
in which to prepare an Exposition of the 
magnificent kind that this should be. It mat- 
ters littie to the public whether the Fair is 
heid in the four hundredth or the tour hun- 
dred and first year of the discovery of Amer- 
lca. It can be called the Colimbian Centen- 
nal, nevertheless, and the people will not 
care. 

Perhaps the best course to be followed 
would be for us all to go ahead and work as 
hard as we cun. If wefind that wecan get 
the Fair up in time for 1892 let us have it 
then. If not we should wait until 1893.

F. M. Charlton, through Beck & Charlton and 
L. P. Wilcox, solicitors; has: filed a bill in the 
Chancery Court asking for the appointment of a 
receiver to take charge of the property of the 
Chicago Gas Trust, to sell its assets, franchises, 
and privileges, and to wind up its affairs under 
the direction of the court. In the meantime it 
is asked that its officers, directors, agents, and 
confederates be enjoined from buying or selling 
the stocks of the associated gas companies and 
from exercising any supervision or control over 
their acts. 3 

The grounds are that the trust is not carrying 
on the business of manufacturing and selling gas 
and electricity as it lawfully might, but on the 
contrary is continually purchasing and selling 
the stock of the four companies composing it; 
that it controls their management by holding a 
majority of the stock of each, and that by its 
maniptlations the interests of the stockholders 
are suffermg. 

In 1887 the Chicago Gas Trust company was 
organized under the general law. Its purposes 
as set forth in the charter were to build, erect, 
purchase, lease, establish, maintain, and enlarge 
works in the Cry of Chicago and elsewhere for 
the manufactire, supply, sale, and distribution 
of gas and electricity and to purchase and hold 
the stock, property, plant, and good-will of other 
companies. The capital stock was $25,000,000, 
consisting of 250,000 shares of 8100 each. Charl- 
ton claims that ne is a holder of shares in the 
trust, which would be of great value to nim if the 
company would erect the necessary buildings and 
apparatus for the manufacture and distribution 
of gas and electricity. He claims that the officers 
of the trust never had any idea of carrying out the 
object set forth in the first clauses. On the con- 
trary it has conspired with the officers of the Chi- 
cago Gaslight and Coke company, the People’s 
Gaslight and Coke 1 the Consumers’ 
Gas company, and the Equitable Gaslight and 
Ful company of Chicago to control a majority 
of the shares in each and thereby to suppress 
competition, to destroy their diversity of inter- 
est, and to build upa monopoly in the manu- 
facture and sale of gas in Chicago. 

By reason of this combination and conspiracy 
and because the trust does not go ahead and 
mike and distribute gas Mr. Chariton claims 
that his stock is more than 50 per cent below par 
and is likely to become, through manip- 
ulation ofthe markets, practically worthless 
Further, it is set forth that the trust, organized 
for the purpose of crushing competition, is not 
only destroying the value of the stock owned by 
him but is creating a monopoly dangerous and 
injurious to the best interests of the people. He 
cluims that under the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of The People, ex rel. Peabody 
vs. The Chicago Gas Trust Company, rendered 
last November, the trust should be enjoined.

A Queer State of Things. 

“They have persecuted me continually with 
threats of disgrace, their object being to force 
me to return and renew my unlawful relations 
with Mr. Hughes,” testified Miss Elizabeth Ran- 
dall, who was seeking yesterday to secure from 
Judge Tuley a decree setting aside a mortgage 
which she bad given to William Hughes.
